Until she has 
approached somewhat nearer to maturity 
it is premature to place her on’ the 
same plane os Britain, The second 
reason which has called for the in- 
jdignanc remonstrance of foreign re- 
sidents arises oul of the first. By the 
abolition of oxtraterritorial - privileges 
itis dreaded that many injustices will 
‘be inflicted upon. forergnors, It ia 
urged that tha state of the law in 
Japan does not inspira one with 
confidence, Corruption ationgst the 
Judges is not altopather unknown, and 
putting that aside it is maintained that 
not only will the Judges be ignorant of 
tho spirit and letter of the new Code 
in course of completion, ut that'they 
will be unable to divest themselves ot ‘a 
bias in favour of their own countrymen. 
In view of the fact that the new Civil 
Code is not yet completed, Lord Rose- 
bery might well have hesitated before 
tatilving the treaty; but it is at least 
satisfactory to uote that if any delay 
ocoura in revising and enforcing the new 
Code, the operation of the Treaty may 
be stayed, ao , 

Tt is impossible to po into all. the 
points reised by the new treaty, ‘but we 
may at least indicate « few, Mutual 
Tights are given in regard to travel, 
trade and residence of the nationals’ of 
each country, and in regard to freedom 
of conscience, private or public exerci-e 
of worship, burial according to religious 
eustoms, ind taxation, while exemption 
is given from compulgory military 
service, contributions imposed in lieu of 
it and all forced loans or military exac- 
tions.

Hoe left Donmarl carly in 1893; in 
Eaglend he found bard work enongh,. but 
fittle of anything in the shape of food, 
clothes, sympathy, ate., withouthonest work, 
His steckin-trade was a bet, of 30,000 
marks, or kroners, or thalers, or whatever 
they call their. unit of coinage in tho home 
of the ‘Muddy Dano," and undor tho terms 
of the alleged wager he was forbidden to 
take money with bim, or to ask for anything 
more than a drink of water and a direction, 
or to accept any money at all; but he was 
not. forbidden to work for food, lodging and 
passage, nor wis he forbiddén to accept 
Those necessaries gratis if bo could God 
fuole enough te gito'} ror was ho forbidden 
to pick out a soft-lovking individual ond 
say ‘Iam starving.’ Thus, though not al. 
lowed to beg outright, he got there just 
the samo, and found it infinitely easier 
than working for a tivolihood. At first, 
boing green, Mr Wiren worked a good deal 
instead ‘of this veiled appeal for charity; 
but whon he got to America, tho bummer’s 
patadias and the tramp’s clover-field, he 


soon dropped inte the cuatem of tho coun- 
try, and ' went on his cheek,’ That in itaolf 
was nothing new, but the idea of bumming 
all round the world was new, and there

Mr Randall is not proposing to write any 
ook, which isa novelty a5 far asit goes— 
anogative novelty, For this forbearance 
porhags he docs deserve some gratitude ;

Mancharia by the murder of Rev. Jas, 
Wylie; and ja the extreme South, at 
Monkai, by the murder of M. Chiquia, 
Commissioner of Coaatomes at that town, 
andthe horrible oatrages opon bis wife 
and danghter. It bas wow boon ascortained 
beyoud all doubt that the authors of this 
crime were, a8 in, tbo other atrocitios in the 
North, Chincge soldirrs—passing through 
from Méngtez.

Chins, whether China wina or losos.—

“HE ‘TYPHOON SIGNALS, 
To the Feditor of the ‘Orrsa Maw,” 
Hongkong, Sept. 11. 


Sxin,— Would you allow me to oall atten- 
tion to the aystem of storm-signalling that 
wo have in.-Hongkong? Under the present 
system, o considerable amount of unneces- 
sary dislooativa in caused to the ehippiag 
trade, It is allright to warn w esels bound 
east or south againet leaving the port; but 
what I complain of ia the hoisting of signals 
which’ scare alt the junke and cargo-boats 
into shelter whea there is no actual danger 
in the Harbour. 

Yesterday, about 4 p.m., the Obsorvatory 
famed the following notice: ‘ Typhoon 
8.5. W. of Hongkong (signal denoting withia 
S00 miles of Hongkong hoisted), moving 
towards Hainan, Baromoter now rising.’ 
In the face of that notice, why should the 
signal he kept flying for sixteen hours or 
longer—til 8 s.w. to-day—nfter the ty- 
phoon has passed to the westward? It could 
not benefit those coming from Heinan. It 
wonld ‘be a very fast ship, leaving Hong- 
kong thts morning, that could run into the 
typhoon, and it is not within the range of 
neibility that any shipmaster, with the 
informatior of the last twenty-four hours 
in his porsession, would have a desire to 
leave the Harbour. . 

The only effect of koeping the signal 
flying isto puta stop to work in the Har- 
hour. We were vety badly in want of 
cargo-boate and junks thie morning, and they 


were not to be got, except a few of the more 
courageous, whose owners ‘pointed to the 
typhoon signal and demanded enormouels 
larger prices for doing oar work. 

Typhoon signalling is a very good thing, 
hot it need not be carried too far. By ail 
means, let us have the warnings, but do 
not keep up the signals longer than is 
necesnary.— Yours,

Dr Cantlie writes a short article on the 
plague in Hongkong for the Pekin and 
Tiontsin Times. Evorgbody ia so heartily 
sick of the plague that wo do nut give the 
whole of the article but only the opening 
apd concluding paesnges : — 


What between wer in the north and 
plo.oe in the south China seswa just now 
in a bad way. The victims of plague how- 
ever will far ootnumber the killed in 
batde should the campaign last even a year 
ortwo. Waris said to do good by reduc. 
ing tho population, but if reduction is 
desired surely digeaee ia preferable to war, 
for all ages and classes are svized, and not 
tha young and stroug bread-winner only, 
The men are swapt away in battle, and the 
women and children aftermards by being 
atarved out of existence. 

; In geen and Reighbourhoed alone st 
least 230, people died of plagne dari 
the [sat four months. Pisgno eaneg 
In Hongkong we had our proportion, 
Daring June, the city of Victoria conveyed 
the idea of » plague-atricken city indeed.

As it was facatiously pat, one 
could bave used the Queen's Road, our 
main throughfare, as a rifla range, at almost 
any time of the day, without fear of hitting

DARING ATTEMPT AT PIRAOY. 

The little steamer Yling, which the 
China Navigation Company have char- 
tored to run betwoon Qhinhai and Ning- 
po, has ‘had an eventful royage and a. 
narrow oscape of being pirated no far- 
ther away than Gutzlaff. ‘She loft Shanghai 
on Slst August for Ningpo, in charge of 
Ouptain Mooto, the othor- Foreigners on 
board being Mr Goodall, navigating officer, 
and Mr King, ongine ‘he =weather 
being very rough outaide abe had to anchor 
under Rugged Island, to the south-west of 
Guzlaff, where she was detained 
nearly a whola day, About tero o'clock 
on tho following afterncon a fishing 
juok hove alongside, the people in which 
warned the Yling's compradore to beware 
of pivates, who they ssid were very dan- 
gerots in that locality just at present. The 
fishing junk then went away and nothing 
else happened till about 9 o’clock the samo 
evening, when a very large junk came out 
from the other side of the island and drifted 
down close to the Fling, Not a soul was 
to be seen on board the approaching junk, 
which was being guided by a long yuhoh, 
but as soon as she way within two ships’ 
lengths of the steamer Captain Moora hail- 
ad hor and asked whatshe was, A man 
on board replied that sha was # fishing 
boat, but her whole appearance and beha- 
vior were ao suspicions that the Chinese on 
beard the Fiing were in a terrible state 
of excitement and insisted that sha 
= pirate junk. Captain Moora 
again, warning her to keep away. 
she took nu notica of the warning and 
continued to drift down slongeide the 
Yting, Qaptain Moore fired a shot from his 
rifle across ber bows; the jank immediately 
became alive with men, whe covld be seon 
from the steamer rushing on deck in scores. 
Long sweeps were got out on each sido and 
the junk was speedily taken ant of range of 
Captain Moore’s rifle, anchoring finally 
about half a mile ahead of the Yiing. Half 
an hour later another larga junk camo out 
and anchored in the neighbourhood, but 
nothing else exciting occurred, and at day- 
light both the Yling's unwolcome neigh- 
bours were gone. Captain Moore and the 
other Forsignera on'“board the ¥iing 
believe that the ouly thing which prevent- 
ed a daring attempt to capture the staamer 
daring the night was tho heavy weather, 
which cleared towards the moroing and 
enabled tha Yitng to proceed upon her
